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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims 1-15 drawn in part to an invention nonelected 
with traverse in the reply filed on 1 1/7/2007. A complete reply to the final rejection must 
include cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1 .144) 
See M PEP § 821 .01 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 1-3 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kragol et al (Bioorganic & Medicinal Chemistry Letters 11:1417-1420, 2001, cited in 
IDS). See Scheme 1 , constructs 2 and 7. Applicant's arguments filed 6/30/08 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that Kragol does 
not anticipate the invention as claimed, because Kragol has a second Lys-M2. 
However, the Lys-M2 - (3-ala of the construct fits within the scope of "any amino acid, 
peptide.." for R 5 . Therefore, Kragol does anticipate the invention, although not the 
elected species of R 5 =Ala. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kragol et 
al (cited above), for reasons of record. Applicant's arguments are directed to the 
deficiencies of Kragol, which are not convincing for the reasons discussed above. 

Claims 5-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kragol et al as applied to claims 1-4 above, and further in view of Neirynck et al (Nature 
Medicine 5:1157-1163, 1999, cited in IDS), for reasons of record. Applicant's arguments

are directed to the deficiencies of Kragol, which are not convincing for the reasons 
discussed above. 

Double Patenting 

Claims 1-15 remain provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-16 of 
copending Application No. 1 1/910025, for reasons of record. Applicants request to 
hold the rejection in abeyance is noted; the rejection is restated to indicate that it has 
not been withdrawn.
